"To be given a key to a door 
is the deepest wish of the refu- 
gee," stated Dr. Gerrit Jan van 
Heuven Goedhart, U. N. High 
Commissioner for Refugees, in his 
address to the United Nations As- 
sociation last night In Moyse Hall. 

P^ a ga ing Jthe problem of the 
_ j|» yyjiS | rig lgh-,CommIssloner 
smphashnd' that one of the hard- 
est things a man has to face when 
he leaves his counby Is the un- 
certainty of his fate. 

Of the some 2,200,000 refugees 
under U. N. mandato there are 
about 250,000 who are a real prob- 
lem at the present time. Dr. Goed- 
hart described three ways of re- 
lieving the situation. First, there 
Is the repatriation favoured by the 
communist countries. Tills however 
is not expected to solve more than 
1 per cent of the problem. Emi- 
gration is probably the~ solttiloti 
for another 20 per cent The only 
way left open for the remaining 
people Is integration in the coun- 
try of presentiresldence.

IFT'S MEET THE* NEIGHBOURS 



^lîj Montreal is the home of two outstanding 
institutions of learning : McGill University and 
the University of Montreal. It is unfortunate 
that neither of these universities, at least at the 
student level, seems aware of the other. Each'- 
claims individual fame. There seems to be no 
great desire on either side to gain closer rela- 
tionships, to share 'cultural growth and in fact 
to engender a reputation of great bicultural 
standing in a bilingual country. There is much 
to be lost by this separate stand and much to be 
gained in closer ties. 

• We have much to gain by a mutual sharing 
of experiences; new friends, new ideas and 
greater understanding of each other's culture, 
^live in a country where official recognition is 
to two separate cultures and tongues. A 
_aring and a mutual examination of the 
French and English cultures at a University level 
would lead to further understanding betvveen the 
two groups when these groduotes enter public 
life. As students of McGill and the University, 
of. Montreal we would have met on both^social. 
^ intellectual levels. We would |h^|pq!|| 
ïcipated in each other's activity, ' on voriéus 
planes from the cultural to the popular, the tech- 
nical to the less defined. This sharing would ex- 
tend, we hope, into public life. 

Most important to us now' is establishing 
closer relationship between our two Universities. 
How might we do this in a practical manner? 
These ore some suggestions: 

1 ) The organization of a McGill-University 
of Montreal week with varied events arrang- 
ed- to bring ' the two student groups together. 
This week might include ' tours ofieachiUDir

2) Throughout the year McGill might 
invite the University of Montreal to our foot- 
ball gornes'and associated functions. . 

3) General 'cooperation might be fostered . 
' betv^en paralleling clubs arid societies on 

each campus. , 

4) McGill might invjte University of Mont- 
real's cooperatlofi in the' Wintèr Carnival. 
Many universities in North America visit 
Montreal at this time and both McGill and 
University of Montreal should be on their tour- 

. ing agenda. 

5) Mutual- cultural interests be éstabllsH- 
ed through those societies on each campus 
dealing io the fields of literature, music sci- 
ence, etc. The SCOPE. committee of the SEC 
at McGill which covers all these fields might, 
cooperate further with U of M and work tô- 
''gether in the presentation of 'events for both 
student groups. 

6) Close relationship might be fostered 
between the student governing bodies of each 
University. -At McGill,' of course, we hove our 
own SEC, At the U of M the AGEUM or the 
Associotion General des Etudiants de l'Uni- 
versité de Montreal is the parallel student or- 
gan. A strong suggestion might be that rep- 
resentatives of both councils sit in on each 
others meetings. 

Obviously two great universities in one city 
should not remain strangers. Each could benifit 
ithe society of the other. «

Doctor Sydney SmlUi, president 
of the University of Toronto, was 
elected president of the Canadian 
^ branch of the World University 
Service at a recent meeting in 
Saskatoon. Governor-General Vin- 
cent Massey. remains as Honorary 
President Replacing Dr. A. J. Ço- 
leman as chairman of the Admini- 
atration committee will be Profess- 
or John Morgan of the University 
of Toronto, who has been a mem- 
ber of the assembly for the past 
three years. 

The reports of the various com- 
mjttees were accepted by the as- 
sembly on Sunday mornmg. The 
next summer seminar will be held

UN REFUGEE OFFICIAL 



• The workings and problems of 
the International Refugee Associ- 
ation were outlined here yester 
day by Dr. G.'.J. Van Heuven 
Goedhart, United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees. 

Dr. Goedhart, at a press con 
ference held at the Queenis Hotel. 
said work ot.the IBGUfconsistsiof 
aiding refu-^IS^fS^Vîhfee:^ 
1cm of their existence." 

To do this, he explained, 'there 
are headquarters at Geneva and 
13 branch offices.in thé principle 
cities of the world. A staff of 
over 100 maintains these offices. 
He said the refugees are "main- 
ly concentrated in Europe and the 
Arab states, where the problem Is 
somewhat limited^ The Arab states 
do not. agree on a common policy, 
and so our work cçnilsts of feed- 
ing the refugees In that area." 
Dr. Goedhart pointed to count- 




ries such as Germany, Austria and 
Greece, "where there are 70,000 
refugees living in camps and about 
150,000 outside them. ; 

All these people come from Rus^. 
sia, Czechoslovakia, Albania, Yu-, 
goslavia and Poland; 50,000 of 
them are already eligible to im- 
migrate to the- countries of their 
.choice., ^ 

, Canada's Contribution. 
In so.far as Canada's contribu- 
tion to the solution of the refugee 
problem is concerned, Dr. Goed- 
hart pointed out that it has been 
considerable in terms of financial ' 
assistance and actual absorption of 
refugees; Canada'''Btands fifth In 
order of refugee absorption next 
to the U. S., Australia, the Ne- 
therlands and Switzerland, he 
said. 

Russia Still Hostile 
Russia's attitude to the problem 
has been generally hostile, ho 
said. The Soviet Union has re- 
peatedly asked for the disband- 
ment of the organization and only 
recently at the Big Pour Ministers' 
Conference at Geneva has she" 
shown signs of appeasement. 
These signs consisted in a Rus- 
sian request that all refugees be 
repatriated to the countries of 
their origin. 

"Not one refugee. Dr. Goedhart 
concluded "expressed a desire to 
return".

In the "The fnnpcuousness of Sassafras/' Lionel Tiger hos given 
us 0 novel of grea^ verbal, facility; highly competent literary tech- 
nique. He has endowed rthis:!^^^^^ his literary power 
with, a' startlingly moving succession of moods, atmospheres ond 
eelings. The book virtually simmers with a hard-to-fine emotional 
uminousity which is kept at such a consistently powerful level that 
when the reader finishes the book, he is exhqustëd emotionally; this 
feeling cannot be properly called a catharsis,,for it is^not on emo- 
tionol relief. If anything, the reader is more disturbed thon èvei*, 
ond finds himself hoping for on. additipnol chapter or two which 
would resolve thé problem the, book exposes, 
Alcoholic Child ' 
The plot of the book is a sim- 
ple one. Marjorie Morgan- 
Moonshine Is the beantlfal al- 
coholic daughter of • Kenneth 
Morgan - Moonshine, eniiriently 
successful manufacturer of 
shoulder.- pads for women's 
dressés.

There arc of course many obstruc- 
tions, if Marjorie and Kenneth are 
to have a satisfactory love affair. 
Marjorie is the daughter of a 
miUionnaireskKranetif is • an nn- 
derpaid drtvCT^^Marjorie Is an al- 
coholic; Kenneth is a vegetarian. 
But dove overcomes all obstacles, 
and after two years of clandestine 
meetings in the limbu^e, ïbtrjo 
rie and Kenneth announce to Mar 
jorie's father ttoj^jthey^^oold be 
wed. Mr. iMorgaivdIoonshine Is 
horrified by this disclosure, for 
nothing is more shameful ^to him 
than his daughter should ' marry 
out of her. class.

Emotional Pull 
The great emotional pull of the 
novel is at its strongest here, wrhen 
Marjorie, 'Who under Kenneth's 
restraining influence has succeed- 
ed in paiiially ovciGoming her ob- 
session, attempts to resoue her fa- 
ther from the alcoholic horrors she 
knows so well, and which have 
left an indelible impress upon her 
psyche. The resulting txattle of 
wits and emotions, love pitted 
against love, alcohol againat real- 
ty, realty opposed to fantasy, ' 
makes an amazingly intriguing 
and gripping conclusion to a fine 
novel; 'for this renriewer to indulge 
further in the luxury of reminis- 
cence over the book would be to 
destroy for the reader some of the 
almost unlbelievable emotional ten- 
sion that is created. "The Inno- 
cuousness of Sassi^ras"' is one of 
the best novels of the decade, and 
not to read it is to deprive 9heself| 
of a truly powerful readinir'esp<^* 
ience. 

To read a ffae book is grati- 
fy fag; but when the author is 
a Canadian-fade^, a native of 
Montreal -^Kffiî^pecially gra- 
tifying. Lionel ^"ilger was bom . 
''in Montreal: fa 1930, fa the lean ' 
depression years.,' ' After a very 
skimpy education, punctuated by 
bouts of apple-selling to aupport 
himself and his facapadtated 
family, he moved ft the age of 
11 to Windsor, where he work^ 
ed for a time in the C-I-L plant 
there in various menial capaci- 
ties. But while he was workfag, 
he was also leamfag of Life and 
People, and that he learned his, 
lessons well we can see b^ the. 
lesson he has prepared for our 
approval, namely, "The Innc « 
cuonsness of Sassafras." 

Hard Times 

After working in Windsor for 
7 years, he mowed back to Mont- , 
real where he took «; job as a'derk 
Inn cigar store. iHe worked at 
this for some time, then tock the 
degree course in Revolutionery 
Literature given at Lower Can- 
ada College.

In our times there has been a 
continuous cry for security. Se- 
curity is oil right, but the indi- 
vidual needs a challenge and an 
opportunity to answer this . chal- 
lenge in order to reach his full 
stature. 

To defeat Communism ideologi- 
cally meons the synthesis of ob- 
served, positive Marxist values 
with revitalized Western spirituàl 
and individualistic ■ values. 

This superideology would be ir- 
restitable. Sooner or later the 
whole human race would accept 
it willingly.
